1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action filed on February 06, 2006 is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 33, 35-36 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance: 

The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does 
not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Hamade et al. (Patent No. 5,650,975) and 
Tomishima (Patent No. 6,125,070) taken individually or in combination, do not teach the 
claimed invention of a method having limitations as claimed in claims 33 and 35. 

Hamade et al. disclose all limitations claimed in claims 33 and 35 except "disposing at 
least one non-I/O trace between every two I/O traces" 

Tomishima discloses, see column 8 lines 22-25 and FIGS. 4 and 8, all limitations claimed 
in claim 33 and 35 except "applying said I/O signals and said non-I/O signals such that said I/O 
signal transient portions occur only during non-transient portions of said non-I/O signals"
